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U.S. bishops set ’81 course, 


face liturgical,

During their annual national 
meeting in Washington, D.C. last 
week, the U.S. bishops elected a new 
president and vice president and 
dealt with matters ranging from world 
peace and the death penalty to 
exclusive language in the liturgy. 


Archbishop John R. Roach, 59, of 
St. Paul-Minneapolis was elected 
president of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops and its civil 
agency, the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence. Bishop James W. Malone, 60, of 
Youngstown was elected vice 
president. 


ARCHBISHOP JOHN R. Quinn of 
San Francisco, who completed his 
three-year term as NCCB president, 
opened the meeting with a report on 
the World Synod of Bishops which he 
had just attended at the Vatican. The 
month-long meeting concerned itself 
with family issues. 


He reminded the assembled 
bishops that the Church must often 
take unpopular stands if itis to be true 
to its. mission, a mission which is 
derived “out of the sources of faith.” 


At a news conference shortly after 
his election, Archbishop Roach 
reminded Catholics who disagree 
with the Church’s ban on. artificial 
birth control that. Pope Paul VI’s 
encyclical Humanae Vitae urges an 
“ongoing reconciliation” on the part 
of the faithful when there is a

difference between official teaching 
and personal belief and practice. - 


A STATEMENT explaining the 
bishops’ opposition to— but not total 
rejection of—the death penalty was 
approved 145-31, but-with an 
unusually high number of 41 bishops 
abstaining from the vote. 


“We should not expect simple or 
easy solutions (to violent crime),” the 
bishops said, “and even less should 
we rely on capital punishment to 
provide such a solution.” 


The statement was not a rejection 
of traditional Catholic teaching that 
the state does have a right to take the 
life of a criminal, but contended that 
there is growing evidence that the 
judicial system is unable to apply the 
death penalty fairly. Bishop Edward

D. Head of Buffalo noted that the 
bishops are “only saying whether 


- capital punishment should be 
imposed in the United States under - 


present circumstances.” 


THE BISHOPS approved a docu- 
ment praising the lay involvement of 
both men and women in the U.S. 
Church. “We think the statement will 
affirm the laity and call them to bea 
strong force in the Church, especially 
challenging them to holiness and to 


be about building the kingdom of: 


God in the world,” said Bishop Albert 
Ottenweller of Steubenville, chair- 
man of the Bishops’ Committee on 
the Laity. 


By a vote of 193-2, the bishops 
approved a pastoral letter which 
calls upon Catholic schools to 
maintain their Catholic identity in 
order to survive, and stressed a need 
for a “clear definition by each 
institution of its religious identity and 
mission.” 


The future of Church-related 
education is “essential to the 
preservation of pluralism in higher 
education,” the bishops noted, and 
that the distinguishing mark of a 
Catholic college or university is that 
“in an appropriate academic fashion, 
it offers its students an introduction 
to the Catholic theological heritage.” 


The bishops concluded that 
Catholic schools owe this to their 
students “as a moral obligation,” and 
that “the term Catholic should never 
be a mere label.” 


BY AVOTE OF 211-35, the bishops 
approved a recommendation by the 
International Commission on English 
in the Liturgy (ICEL) to eliminate 
language in the liturgy which refers 
exclusively to men. Proposed 
changes include new wording to read 
“for you and for all” instead of the 
current “for you and forall men.” This 


makes the U.S. bishops the first — 


national episcopal body to urge such 
a change. 


The proposed changes could “help 
to unify our worshipping community, 
and that, in itself, is a worthy effort,” 
said Archbishop Rembert Weakland 
of Milwaukee, chairman of the 
Bishops’ Commission on the Liturgy. 


Some of the other proposed 
changes in the liturgy “touched up 
the theology” of present translations, 
said Archbishop Weakland. One item, 
approved 235-2, recommended the 
title “Mother of God” be inserted into 
the Litany of the Blessed Virgin Mary. 


ALL OF THE PROPOSED changes 
must be approved by the Sacred 
Congregation for Divine Worship in 
Rome, and if they are, interim texts 
will be made available for use in the 
United States. But a target date of 
1986 has been set by the ICEL for the 
final completion of all its revisions. 

Other items which came to the 
bishops’. attention included. war, 
peace, nuclear armaments, and 


conscientious objection. The recent- 


elections were also discussed, along 
with their impact. on the Church. 
Archbishop Roach said he expected 
the same type of cordial contact with 
the incoming Reagan administration 
as the NCCB. had with President 
Carter.

Lay ministry enriches diocese, 
says bishop at DPC meeting —

CALEXICO— Three dozen parish 
deanery representatives, diocesan 
commission chairmen, Sisters -and 
priests assembled here for the 
quarterly meeting of the Diocesan 
Pastoral Council. The meeting was 
hosted by Father Mark Medaer and 
the parishioners of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church. 


In his openifig remarks, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher, who serves as president of 
the DPC, reminded the delegates of 
the importance of the laity’s role in 
the mission of the Church. Bishop 
Maher had just returned from 
Washington, D.C., for the annual 
meeting of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, and he cited 
portions of a document on the laity 
adopted by the U.S. bishops to mark 
the anniversary.of the Decreee on the 
Lay Apostolate of the Second Vatican 
Council. ; 


“1 MUST SAY THAT in the Diocese 
of San Diego we have been enriched 
by the ministry of the laity,” said 
Bishop Maher, who likened the 
“ecclessial ministry” of the lay person 
in the Church to God’s call to 
holiness, which “becomes a call to 
community.” 


“The people are the parish, and the 
parish does not exist in.isolation. The 
parish exists for the ministry of 
Christ,” said the bishop, who stressed 
the role of the DPC in continuing 
parish renewal. 


The financial health of our diocese 
was explained in detail by Msgr. |. 
Brent Eagen, who serves as chancel- 
lor of the diocese. Msgr. Eagen made 
available the financial statement 
which is being sent to all pastors this 
week. It is printed in this issue of the 
Southern Cross, along with a detailed 
explanation of diocesan finances by 
Msgr. Eagen. 

“THE DIOCESE IS in good 
financial shape due to Bishop 
Maher's aggresive leadership,” said 
Msgr. Eagen. “That's important these

days,” he added, alluding to the 
present difficulties of the nation’s 
economy. 

Msgr. Eagen noted that of the $1.7 
million pledged by the people of the 
diocese to Stewardship ’80, $1.4 
million had actually been received by 
the end of October. Of that amount, 
$500,000 has already been rebated to 
the parishes themselves, with the 
remainder earmarked for the social 
ministry of the Church to the people 
of San Diego and Imperial Counties. 


Msgr. Eagen expressed the hope 
that outstanding Stewardship 


’ pledges will be remitted by the end of 


the year. 


. REPORTS OF VARIOUS diocesan 
commissions were followed by a 
presentation by some of the priests, 
Sisters, and Catholic Community 
Services staff members who are 
ministering to the social, economic, 
and pastoral problems in the Imperial 
Valley. 


“Go back to your parishes and let 
the people know that their Steward- 
ship money is working out here,” said 
John Graykowski’ of the Imperial 


Deanery and director of the CCS ° 


office in El Centro. 


The delegates then adopted the 
first three articles of a new constitu- 
tion for the DPC. Bishop Maher was 
the principal celebrant. of the Mass 
that followed. In his homily the 
bishop stressed the critical need of 
personal prayer in the process of self- 
renewal; the problems of life can 
leave us empty and drained, he noted, 
and prayer is an effective way to 
recharge ourselves for the tasks that 
remain. 


AFTER LUNCH, THOSE DPC 
delegates who had come to the 
Imperial Valley for the meeting 
boarded their chartered bus for the 
return journey to San Diego. The next 
DPC meeting will be held Feb. 21, 
1981, and is to be hosted by the South 
Bay (Chula Vista, National City, San 
Ysidro, Imperial Beach) Deanery.

$6 MILLION FOR MISSIONS — Na- 
tional. directors of 30 pontifical 
mission societies approved project 
funding totalling more than $6 million 
during a meeting in Rome. The 
subsidies brought to $77,706,000 the 
total funds distributed by the 
pontifical societies during 1980. The 
special. funding included $4,087,000 
from the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith and nearly $2 million from 
the Society of St. Peter the Apostle. 


NO TEN COMMANDMENTS—A 


Kentucky law requiring that the Ten _ 


Commandments be posted in all 
public school classrooms in the state 
was struck down by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. In an unsigned opinion which 


had the support of five justices, the - 


court reversed a ruling issued by the 
Kentucky Supreme Court in April 
upholding the constitutionality of the 
state law. 

“The pre-eminent purpose for 
posting the Ten Commandments on 
schoolroom wails is plainly religious 
in. nature,” said the U.S. court’s 
opinion. “The Ten Commandments is 
undeniably a sacred text in the 
Jewish and Christian faiths, and no 
legislative recitation of a supposed 
secular purpose can blind us to that 
fact.” ; 

TREATMENT OF HAITIANS— The 
executive director of Catholic 
Charities for the Miami archdiocese 
said the treatment of Haitian refugees 
on the tiny island of Cayo Lobos by 
U.S. government agencies and the 


Bahamian government ‘‘raises. 


serious questions regarding the 
human rights policy” of both 
countries. “The most disturbing 
aspect,” said Msgr. Bryan D. Walsh, 
the Miami Catholic Charities director, 
“is the failure to allow the United 
Nations High Commissioner for 


_ Refugees’ office to become involved — 


in the situation.”

RIGHTS DEFENDED— Pope John 
Paul Il defended women’s rights but 
also warned against certain women’s 
liberation movements in a talk to 
participants at the Fifth International 
Congress of the Family. While 
insisting on the woman’s right to 
“attain the full maturation of her 


: personality” and to be able to make 


her own contribution “in the various 
sectors of social and professional 
life,” the pope cautioned against 
describing as liberation ‘‘the 
emancipation from that which makes 
up their specific vocation of mother 
and spouse.” 


WOMEN PRIESTS— Christian 
revelation clearly says that women 
cannot be priests, said a front-page 
editorial in the Vatican newspaper, 
L’Osservatore Romano. It attacked 
American feminist movements, 
saying they make efforts to erase “the 
ineliminable sexual difference”’ 
between men and women. 


The editorial praised a book by an 
American author, Stephen B. Clark, 


“Man and Woman in Christ—An _ 


Examination of the Roles of Men and 
Women in Light of Scripture and the 
Social Sciences.’ This book 
persuasively shows “the tragedy that 
comes from the loss of perspective of 
the social roles of man and woman,” 
said the editorial. 


PEACE EFFORTS— Europe's 
efforts toward peace and prosperity 
must be based on human rights and 
not on the fragile security of 


‘armaments, Pope John Paul II told 


members of the Democratic Group of 
the European Parliament. “Security 
based on armaments has failed inthe 
past to preserve the continent from 
fratricidal wars,” the pope said. 
“There are no grounds for thinking 


that it will be any) more pucpesant Wis 


the future.” 


SOLAR ENERGY— Pope Jorn 
Paul I! called for more solar energy 
research and warned that world 
energy problems “must not serve the 


_ Selfish interests of particular groups 


who seek to increase their sphere of 
economic or political influence.”

Vatican-sponsored meeting on 
“Energy and Humanity,” the pontiff 
added, “All the more, they (energy 
problems) must not divide peoples, 
place nations in a state of depen- 
dence on others or increase the risks 
of war or nuclear holocaust.”

Jesuit Padre Eusebio Francisco 
Kino first came to the areain 1700, but 
the first 20 families did not settle in 
the vicinity until after 1774, when 
Father Francisco Graces explored 
the area with Juan Bautista de Anza. 
Father Graces was later one of the 
Original founders of the mission, 
which was eventually destroyed. 


‘The Yumas controlled the area until 
1846, when U.S. troops under the 
command of General Stephen Watts

What is wealth or richness? 


Arguments over money and possessions are 
probably responsible for more crimes, more broken 
homes, and more fractured relationships than any 
other single cause. When astatistic like thats aired, 
someone is always certain to say, “Yes, it’s true. 
Money is the root of all evil.” 


The biblical quote says that love of money is the 
root of all evil, which is not quite the same thing. 
Money is neutral. It is a means of exchange. If old 
rags happened to be our standard of barter, we 
would be arguing just as fiercely over them. Their 


_ value would lie in what could be acquired through 


their exchange. 


WHERE THE EVIL COMES in is in the selfishness 
that leads us to hoard our assets—or, at the other 
end of the scale, to squander them —in an effort to 
secure for ourselves whatever is important to us. We 
are most inclined to point the finger at those whose 
evidence of wealth lies in mansions and luxurious 
estates, expensive cars, and steady business on the 
stock exchange. But, paradoxical as it may seem, 
such people may not suffer from love of money as 
some who live on or near a city’s Skid Row. 


Possession of wealth is a circumstance of life, 
neither good nor evil of itself. Pursuit of wealth for 
its own sake is something else, but even that is not 
necessarily evil of itself. What is blatantly evil is the 
kind of money-grubbing and grabbing which

destroys a person’s self-respect, respect for others, 
and makes money the end towards which any 
means is valid. 


There are people who live on the edge of poverty 
who will quite literally “do anything for a buck.” 
They will lie and cheat, sell their clothes or someone 
else’s, steal; beg, and even kill to get money. There 
are people whose incomes run into eight or nine 
figures who husband their wealth and use it 
honestly and generously in ways that help many 
others. 


IN MANY CASES TODAY, we make a virtue out of 
the kind of poverty which means simply not having 
any available money and not maintaining any 
possessions. Under certain circumstances this may 
lead to virtue, but not necessarily. We may simply be 
canonizing improvidence, laziness, and a-refusal to 
take up the responsibilities of life. 


What Paul said to Timothy in the context of that 
much-misused quotation was that, as aman of God, 
he should flee from greed and “instead, seek after 
integrity, piety, faith, love, steadfastness, and a 
gentle spirit.” Charge the people to do good, he 
said, to be rich in works and generous, sharing what 
they have. 


We may criticize the wealthy from the viewpoint of 
what we lack, but if we really listen to what we are 


saying, it comes out as, “I! could use some of what 
they have,” “They could give me enough for my 
particular wants and never miss it, so why won't 
they?” All too often, what poses as virtue in us is no 
more than greed in masquerade. 


MANY QUITE RESPECTABLE people share the 
philosophy of the panhandler. “You have it, | want it, 
| see no reason why:| shouldn't have at least some of 
it.” “It” may be enough for a cup of coffee or abottle 
of alcohol, or a ew more days without the need to 
work. There are conmen at every level of society, 
and in almost every home! : 


The alternative to money-grubbing in any walk of 
life is to seek after self-esteem, personal integrity, 
love, and a gentle spirit. We can do that with or 
without money, but we cannot do it with selfishness. 
And selfishness lies at the root of the love of money. 


Again and again, in all the problems and tensions 
of the human predicament, we come to self-interest 
as the root and gate of evil. Through it all the other 
evils slide in and take over. It has been called man’s 
household god, and certainly it is what stands 
between us and God as well as between us and the 
people with whom we share our world. 


LOVE IS ALWAYS AN EVIL thing when it does not 
return to its source, which is God; love converted to 
self-interest is what the story of Lucifer is all about. 


On Mary and purgatory 


Q: A confessor (elderly) told me not 
to worry about it if 1 have lost interest 
in devotion to our Blessed Mother by 
praying a daily rosary because, after 
all, it is not officially required by the 
Church. | do believe in the virgin birth 
and the resurrection of our Lord. 
Another confessor (under 40) told me 
not..to .worry..about my. non- 
acceptance of Purgatory as he 
himself does not see any sense in a 
soul first having to wait or to go to 
purgatory; that belief in purgatory is 
not Church doctrine since centuries 
ago. Will the Church, through our 


‘bishops, please speak up on the 


rosary and purgatory so we of the 
laity do not become disenchanted 
with Roman Catholicism? 


A: Devotion to the Blessed Mother 
has always and consistently been 
encouraged, as should be evident 
from the frequent exhortations made 
by Pope John Paul on many 
occasions. For centuries the rosary 
has not only been recognized but also 
indulgenced as a viable means of 


not the only prayer form; each person 
needs to find his own particular and 
satisfying way of approaching her. 


As to the doctrine of purgatory 
(rapidly glossing over-my age), it 
indeed is a defined dogma _ but, 


-unfortunately, was taught in an 


almost childish manner in the past. In 


. this distorted view we came to see 
_purgatory as the great Greyhound 


bus station in the sky. 


In reality, the Church teaches thata 
person who, at death, is not fully 
prepared to meet. God must endurea 
process (not a place!) of purification; 
the Church further says that the word 
“purgatory” is a suitable word for 
expressing this dogma. A goodly 
number of theologians suggest that 
this process might well take place at 
the moment of death when the final, 
excruciating act of faith preludes the 
entrance into eternity.

The Sunday Readings

We celebrate the kingship of Christ 


November 23, 1980, Christ the King (Last Sunday in 
Ordinary Time). 2 Samuel 5:1-3; Colossians 1:12-20; 
Luke 23:35-43. 


Today’s celebration reminds us of the mightiest of 
themes of our faith: the Incarnation, the redeeming 
death and the universal kingship of Jesus Christ, 
our Lord and God. 


Our first reading sees David become the king of a 
united Israel. This was the golden age of the Old 
Testament monarchy, and became the model for 
Israel’s dream of a messianic kingdom to come, a 
kingdom which would have no end. 


OUR SECOND READING is Paul’s great hymn to 
Christ as the head of all creation. It shows us the 
final—and fullest—development of Israel’s 
messianic hopes, which are now realized in the 
person of Jesus of Nazareth, the Son of Mary, the 
Son of God. 


Because everything in heaven and earth has been 
created through Christ, with Christ, in Christ, and 
for Christ, only Christ can restore the created order: 
to its original relationship of grace and love with the 
Father. 


But Jesus only enters into his kingship through 
obedience to the will of His Father, an obedience 
which leads to death on the cross. Jesus is the king 
of all creation, and He exercises His kingship here 
on earth through His body, the Church—through 
us! 


WE SEPARATE OURSELVES from this world of 
sin and death through our share in Christ’s victory 
over sin and death. Not that we cease to be sinners. 
But through the sacraments of reconciliation and 
Eucharist we share in a kingship which transcends 
even death itself. 


The Church is the risen presence of the Lord. And 
the Church's royal state extends to each one of us 


through baptism, because by water and the Holy 
Spirit we have been taken up into the very body of 
Christ our King. 


Our membership in Christ’s body is also a 
challenge. We see this in our Gospel_reading. One 
thief acknowledges the crucified Christ as king. The 
other one mocks Him, along with the crowd at the 
foot of the cross. 


BUT TO HIS FAITHFUL ONES, Jesus promises 
paradise itself. The reward of faith is the glory of 
heaven. The reward of indifference is a hell of our 
own making. 


We share the decisive moment of Christ's 
kingship in the Eucharist, the living memorial of His 
death, in which He becomes present among us in 
the very reality of His body and blood. We share in 
the royal life of Christ our King by our communion 
with Him. The flesh we eat, the blood we drink is a 
living communion with God and with each other.

Legion of Mary founder dies 


DUBLIN, Ireland (NC)—Frank 
Duff, who in 1921 founded the Legion 
of: Mary, a lay apostolic organization 
that now has about a million active 
members around the world, died Nov. 
7 at his home in Dublin, lreland. He 
was 91. 


Duff, a lay observer at the fourth 
session of the Second Vatican 
Council, was honored by three recent 
popes. In May 1979 Duff and several 
other representatives of the Legion of 
Mary were invited to a private Mass 
celebrated by Pope John Paul II in 
Rome on the occasion of Duff's 90th 
birthday. In 1962 Pope John Xxill 
named the Legion founder a Knight of 
the Grand Cross of the Order of St. 


Gregory the Great. Pope Paul VI 
wrote to Duff to commend him on the 
work being done by the Legion 
throughout the world. 


ON SEPT. 7, 1921, Duff met with a 
priest and 15 women in a borrowed 
room on Francis Street in Dublin to 
form an association to do spiritual 
works of mercy. From that meeting 
grew the Legion of Mary. 


Using the military terminology and 
organizational structure of the 
Roman Imperial Legion, the Legionis 
an organization of lay Catholics who 
attend a weekly prayer meeting and 
spend at least two hours a week in 
apostolic work.

Chancellor of diocese 
explains financial report

A report on diocesan finances 
appears elsewhere in this issue. We 
spoke with Msgr. |. Brent Eagen, 
chancellor of our diocese, for a 
detailed explanation of the statement. 
Excerpts from the interview follow 
below. 


* * * * * 


Q: Msgr. Eagen, why is the report in 
the form of a balance sheet? 

Formerly we issued a statement of 
receipts and disbursements. But at 
the request of the Council of Priests, 
we have now adopted a_ balance 
sheet, since this gives a truer financial 
picture. 


Why does the diocese have 
$393,160 in cash on hand? Isn’t that 
quite a lot of money? 


It is, at first glance. But when you 
check the accounts payable on the 
liability side of the report it shows the 
true picture. 


What about the $434,646 in 
Stewardship money under accounts 
receivable? 


That is still owed the diocese out of 
the $1.7 million pledged, less the 
$190,000 our auditors tell us we will 
likely not receive. This money, after 
the parishes are rebated their share, 
is used to fund our various diocesan 
apostolates and ministries. 

What impact does the current 
funding have on diocesan cash flow?

And this money 
also insures that our diocesan and 
parish employees will be paid on 
time. We would not want them to miss 
a payroll period. 


Does this mean that the diocese 
_ pays parish salaries?

2. Notes receivable secured by real estate 


Included in notes receivable secured by real estate is $2, 721, 166 which 
represents cash advanced to or on behalf of American Boys Ranch. The Ranch 
was sold in July 1977 for net proceeds to the Diocese of $1,688,000, consisting 
of cash of. $338,000 and a note receivable of $1,350,000. Accordingly, an 
allowance of $1,371,166 has been established. The note was due $450,000 on 
December 31, 1978 and $900,000 on December 30, 1979, and the unpaid 
balance at June 30, 1980 was $1,350,000. Management of the Diocese believes 
the note is fully realizable. 


3. Deposit and loans funds 


The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which finances the 
construction of parish plants and other Diocesan facilities. Interest at 6% is - 
charged on such loans. These loans are made primarily from loan repayments 
and deposits by Diocesan entities which bear interest at 5%.

1. Accounting policy and basis of financial statements 


The General Fund of University of San Diego High School, San Diego, 
California, is a division of The Roman Catholic Diocese of San Diego Education 
and Welfare Corporation and has no separate legal status or existence. The 
Corporation holds title to the land, buildings, equipment and improvements 
used by the School. Maintenance of these items is paid by the School’s General 
Fund and charged to expense as incurred. Capital expenditures for plant and 
equipment are accounted for as transfers to the Corporation’s fixed asset 
accounts. There is no rental or other expense reflected in the School’s General 
Fund for the use of these facilities. 


The operations of the School’s General Fund were subsidized during the year 
in the amount of $61,137 by The Roman Catholic Bishop of San Diego. 


Tuition and fees include the School’s full published tuition rates for all 


' Students. Financial assistance is provided to families whose economic situation 


does not permit them to pay full tuition and such amounts are recorded as 
educational assistance. 


Revenues and expenditures include contributed services of Religious which 
consist of the excess of the aggregate salaries for teaching and administrative 
Religious personnel, which the Diocese estimates to be equivalent to the 
salaries of comparable non-religious personnel within the Diocese ($105,000) 
over the amount paid to or on behalf of the Religious personnel ($72,922). 


2. Receivable from Educational Funding Service 


Educational Funding Service (EFS) bills and collects tuition and fee charges 
on behalf of the school. Unremitted collections and the School’s share of the 
excess of EFS revenues over expenditures are held in cash and savings 
accounts by EFS and are available to the School on: demand. 


The School’s share of EFS revenue over expenditures of $38,346 is included 
in receipts from auxiliary services. 


3. Per student expenditures 


Per student expenditures are based on the weighted average daily 
membership of 1,276 students.

4. Pension plan 


Non-religious personnel have an option to participate in a pension plan of the 
Diocese of San Diego. The plan is funded as the estimated plan costs accrue by 
equal contributions from the participants and the School. Pension fund costs of 
the School were $5,225 for the year ended June 30, 1980.

Pope John Paul II described priestly

the Church” and criticized attempts 
to weaken it. 

The pope’s views were expressed 
Nov. 17 during his first stop in Fulda, 
the 18th-century cathedral, for a 


Mass with priests, deacons, and 


seminarians. 


THE WEST GERMAN bishops and 
about 50 prelates from other 
countries — including U.S. Cardinal 
John Carberry and the primate of all 
Ireland, Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich of 
Armagh, Northern Ireland—joined a 
crowd of about 5,000 at the cathedral. 


Laity must defer to 
bishops-on theology 


FULDA, West Germany (NC) — The 
pope affirmed the value and 
importance of lay people in the 
Church Nov. 18 but said that on 
theological matters the laity must 
defer to the bishops. 


A former president of the Polish 
bishops’ Commission on the Laity, the 
pope dedicated the morning of his 
fourth day in West Germany to the 
role of the laity, meeting with two lay 
groups and celebrating a Mass on 
that theme. 


ADDRESSING ABOUT 6,000 full- 
time employees of the German 
Church, he said lay workers perform 
an “important service” and present “a 
sign of the dynamism of the Church.” 


More than 500,000 lay men are 
employed by the West German 
Catholic Church in health care, social 
welfare work, pastoral ministry, youth 
work, and education. 


Pope John Paul had a special 
message for people involved in 
‘theological education and research. 


CONDEMNING theological stud- 
ies based on “opinions, private 
viewpoints, speculations,” he said 
that “the study of Catholic theology 
must be bound to a willingness to 
listen to the binding witness of the 
Church and ‘accept the decision of 
those who, as pastors of the Church, 
have the responsibility before God to 
protect matters of faith.” 


In his homily the pope criticized 
“various advocates of a priesthood 
which differs from the image as 
developed by the Church and 
principally maintained in the Western 
(Latin) tradition.” 

He said opponents of priestly 
celibacy claim that there is a “human 
right” to marry, but added that such a 
person ignores the “right to that 
which really towers above him.” 


“IN CHRIST MAN has a right to 
greatness,” he added. “And the 
Church, through that same Christ, 
has a right to a gift from man—to a 
gift by which man offers himself 
totally to God, in which he also opts 
for celibacy.” 

Pope John Paul asked priests to 
accept “this certainty and conviction” 
and not to “hamper its growth in the 
hearts of the young.” 

The pope mourned the “hours of 
anguish, of exhaustion, and helpless- 
ness and disappointment in the life of

When a refugee arrives in San 
Diego, his expectations are very high. 
Refugees are awed by our modern, 
highly technical society, much the 
same as Americans are thrilled by a 
futuristic film’such as Star Wars. 


UNDERSTANDABLY, many refu- 
gees believe that they will auto- 
matically fall into the system. And . 
that’s where the caseworker comes 
in. He must explain that to hold a 
good job of any kind, the refugee 
must first learn to speak English. For 
many, especially those who come 
from the non-industrialized nations, 
an entry-level job would be more than 
satisfactory. But there are a great 
number of refugees who come here 
with technological backgrounds and 
professional degrees. They usually 
expect to continue working in their 
fields of expertise. / 


It is this particular group whose 
resettlement is most delicate. Highly 
skilled immigrants must learn to 
readjust their expectatiors. Like 
everyone else in the country, they too 
must work their way up the employ- 
ment ladder. The thought of working 
as an unskilled laborer is a shock to 
many, and the counselors must use a 
realistic approach to help the 
refugees re-evaluate their situation. 
As a result, the CCS program has 
been remarkably successful. 


Over the past two years, the CCS 
resettlement program has expanded 
to help refugees from the Soviet bloc 
countries, the Middle East, Cuba, and 
Africa, aside from the refugees of 
Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia. Thé 
CCS program reaches out to peoples 
who are without a country.

be late, for example, and this way we 
are able to cover all of the checks we 
issue. 


Where does the $2,175,313 in notes 
receivable secured by real estate 
come from? 


Primarily from the sale of American 


- Boys Ranch in Beaumont, and from 


the sale of the former seminary in El 
Cajon, as well as from some other 


properties the diocese once owned. 


The allowance of $1,421,166 is a 
result of operating expenses 
advanced to the Ranch by the diocese 
and which, of course,. are not 
recoverable. 


And that note of $153,000 from the 
University of San Diego? 

That represents money owed us by 
USD from the sale of diocesan 
property contiguous to the university 
campus. They needed the land for 
expansion and we really had no 
foreseeable use for it. 


What are the quasi-endowment 
funds? 


This is money on deposit with the 
diocese for future needs and 
development. There is a Holy Cross 
Cemetery fund of $1,183,595. We also 
have $419,063 in burses, gifts, and 
bequests for our seminary endow- 
ment and the training of future priests 
for our diocese. 


How are these funds different from 


the other quasi-endowment funds 


which are in the form of marketable 


. securities? 


That $1,117,160 represents a 
perpetual care fund for Holy Cross 


. Cemetery. We are required to have 


this money set aside by the State of 
California. : 


What are restricted funds? 


These are monies donated to the 
diocese and which must be used 
strictly in accordance with the wishes 
of the donor. We have $321,476 for 
crypts and improvements of Holy 
Cross Cemetery. And we have 
$234,070 in land which was 
purchased for the development of 
new parishes and other needs as our 
diocese grows in the future. 


| see there is a note of $500,000 
payable to’ the Roman Catholic 
bishop of San Bernardino. 


Yes. This is money we owed to the 
Diocese of San Bernardino from the 
sale of American Boys Ranch. 


What do plant funds of $4,571,875 
represent? 


This is the appraised cash value of 
the diocesan office building and 
other diocesan properties, as 
opposed to parish properties. 


Then what about the deposit and 
loan funds of $4,206,465? 


This is due to the diocese for 
construction’ loans made to the 
parishes. 


But what about the $6,498,477 
marked deposit and loan? 


This is money which the diocese 
owes the parishes and which. they 
have deposited. Subtract the 
$4,206,465 which we just spoke 
about, and there is $2,292,012 which 
is actually payable to the parishes. 


The diocese finances the construc- 
tion of both parish and diocesan 
facilities out of this fund. The money 


_is used to purchase land, build 


churches, rectories, church halls, 
schools, convents and such. 


Why do we have a system like this 
for funding parish projects if the 


parishes themselves actually have the 
money in the first place? In other 
words, why do the parishes give this 
money to the diocese when they 
could be paying this money out 
directly? 


This system benefits our poorer 
parishes, new parishes, and develop- 
ing parishes, because with surplus 
funding from the established 
parishes it is possible for the others to 
grow and improve. This way the 
diocese can lend money held by the 
parishes which have it, to the parishes 
which don’t at very low rates. of 
interest, and in some cases of need, at 
no interest at all. 

| might add that this $2 million is at 
the heart of our diocesan building 
operation. It makes a revolving fund 
available for new construction. | think 


- we might compare it to an internal 


diocesan banking system. 


One last question about the 
balance sheet. What does the 
$342,247 on the bottom line 
represent? 

These are bequests, endowments, 
and custodial funds. The biggest item 
is $178,686 for the Sacred Heart 


Memorial Fund. All of these monies — 


are for designated purposes, 
including $137,000 from our deferred 
giving program. 

Overall, how would you describe 
the financial condition of our 
diocese? 

We are in very good shape, and we 


have Bishop Maher to thank for that. 
The people of our diocese can be 
assured that the Church in Imperial 
and San Diego Counties is able to 
meet its present needs and will be 
able to do soin the years tocome with 
the continued cooperation of priests 
and people. 


No school prayer 


NEW YORK (NC)—Separation of 
church and state prohibits public 
schools from allowing students to 
hold voluntary prayer meetings on 
school property, a federal appeals 
court has ruled. 


Rejecting arguments that the 
students were attempting to exercise 
their rights of free speech and 
religion, the 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New York ruled that such 
prayer meetings on school property 
-would have created “an improper 
appearance of official support” for 
religion. 

“We must be careful that our public 
schools, where fundamental values 
are imparted to our children, are not 
perceived as institutions that 
encourage the adoption of any sect or 
religious ideology,” the appeals court 
said. 


The three-judge appeals court, in 
affirming a lower federal court 
decision, said the students are free to 
worship as they please before or after 
school, “in a church or any other 
suitable place.”
